perſons I am ſpeaking of are not wholly de- 
ſtitute of gleams of conviction; they have 
their checks of conſcience, and have formed 
ſome reſolutions reſpecting a life of devoted- 
neſs to God. Religion is not altogether de- 
ſtitute of every grace in their eſteem; nay, 
they ſee ſomething amiable and deſirable in 
it; but the love of the world, the gratifica- 
tion of their ſenſual appetites; in a ward, 
the want of a ſupreme love to God and god- 
lineſs, cauſes them to approach it with a 
very irregular motion. They ſtop - they 
ſtart they reel they advance they recline, 
and make ſuch flouriſhes, as ſtill keep them at 
a diſtance from their object. However, they 
tell you, that they have heaven in view, and 
hope to get there at laſt. Not to indulge a 
cenſorious ſpirit, We muſt declare, that if 
heaven be their centre, they move towards it 
in a very curve line. We will pity and pray 
for them, that their crooked paths may be 
made ſtraight; that their walk therein may 
be more exemplary ; and that their expecta- 
tions may not be finally fruſtrated.

Difficult it may be for us to determine

moſt ardent zeal and compaſſion, to announce 
the glad tidings of ſalvation. He is inſtant 
in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon: In all places and 
upon all occafions there is the ſtricteſt har- 
mony in his doctrine, whether he preach to 
Jews or Gentiles, the learned or illiterate, 
the rich or the poor. Chriſt, and ſalvation 
by him alone, was the grand topic of his 
miniſtry. A free and a full pardon; an 
everlaſting covenant, an incorruptible and 
undefiled inheritance, were bleſſings that he 
proclaimed to the ſons of men. a 
A meſſage fo benign and encouraging 
delivered with all the pathos of the moſt 
diſintereſted love accompanied with all the 
evidence of an holy life and confirmed with 
moſt indubitable and ſtriking miracles, we 
might have coneluded (were it not for the 
extreme corruption of human nature) would 
have met with no oppoſition, but would have 
been chearfully and cordially embraced by 
all as ſoon as delivered ; however the faithful 
age of hiſtory informs us to the contrary. 
t aſſures us that he was perſecuted in his 
perſon ; the tendency of his doctrine was 
miſrepreſented; and in different forms he 
was oppoſed, both by the learned and the 
ignorant: But none of theſe things moved

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him, neither counted he is life dear unto 
him, fo that he might maintain « conſcience 
void of offence, finiſh his courſe with joy, 
and the miniſtry that he had received: of the 
Lord to teſtify the grace of God.

my ſervices and ſufferings, as an Apoſtle; 
dee to bring me to God and glory, as my 
portion and inheritance. It was not an un- 
known Saviour that Paul believed in himſelf, 
or preached unto others: No, ys * I 
know whom I have believed. 
Far advanced as our Apoſtle was in. the 
excellency of the knowledge. of Chriſt, his 
prayer and purſuit was to make ſtill farther 
Progreſs therein: For this be renounced all 
things beſides; anxiouſly defirous to know 
Chriſt and the power of his reſurrection, 
and the fellowſhip of his ſufferings 8. that he 
might be made Ae to him in his 
death. And from the writings of this emi- 
nent man we haye the moſt clear evidence, 
that his prayer was heard, and his endeavours 
crowned with ſucceſs. Whoever reads over 
his Epiſtles, eſpecially thoſe addreſſed to the 
Epheſians, Coloſſians, and Hebrews, muſt 
obſerve how much he had profited in the 
knowledge of the Peron the Work—and 
the Office-charatter of Chriſt. 

As to the Perſon of Chrift, in what ho- 
nourable terms does he make mention of 
him, as the brightneſs of the Father's glory ; 
the ſupreme head of the Chriſtian I 
both as to influence and authority ; | 
manifeſt. in the fleſh ; the bleſſed and only 
Poteatate ; the Lord of Angels and of wo ;

The fulneſs yea, alli the 
fulneſs of the Godhead dwelleth in him ho--—- 
dily. What wondrous extremes meet in the 
Perſon of our Emmanuel! Though a child 
born, he is the Father of eternity; and though 
on earth he appeared as a ſervant and as a 
ſufferer, from everlaſting he exiſted as the 
3 with Jehovah: But being in the form 
of God, and though he thought it no robbery 
to claim equality with God, yet he humbled 
himſelf, made himſelf of no feputation, took 
on him the form of a ſervant, and became 
obedient to death, even the death of the erbſs, 
and ſuffered for ſin, the juſt for the unjuſt, 
that he might bring us to God.

him that glory, by depoſiting both with this 
almighty Saviour. Indeed the context clearly 
| ſhews, that it is his own perſonal concern; 
and not that of the church in general, which 
he is ſpeaking. of, becauſe he is mentioning 
that which relieved his mind under his lute 
ferings. 
The Third. article of that creed- 7 — 
Paul profeſſes in this paſſage, has reſpect to 
the great and ſolemn day of judgment. He ts. 
able to keep that which I bave committed to him 
againſt that day. Sometimes it is called the 
day of Chriſt; _ of God; the great Day; 
and, in the words before us, with particular 
emphaſis, - that Day. The trumpet ſhall 
ſound, and the dead ſhall he raiſed.

In the courſe of 
his experience and miniſtry he had enjoyed 
abundant evidence of the grace and ſufficiency 
of the Redeemer; and he knew in whom he 
had believed. His faith was not like that 
of many, founded upon a midnight dream, 
an imaginary viſion, or à ſu voice 5 
but upon that knowledge of God in Chriſt, 
which he derived from the word. By this 
knowledge of the Saviour, he ſaw how he
